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The  recent  manifesto  from  various  ad- 
herents of  the  dejacto  governor  of  the  state 
of  Rio  Grande  is  perhaps  an  exaggerated 
illustration  of  a  fundamental  error  in  the 
political  dogmas  of  Brazilian  republicans. 
In  this  document,  or  so  much  of  it  as  the 
telegraph  has  given  us,  we  are  constantly 
reminded  that  the  only  patriots  and  repub- 
licans in  the  stale  are  those  who  are  loyal 
to  Julio  de  Castilhos.  The  federalists  are 
of  course  rebels  in  arms,  assassins,  thieves, 
and  all  that.  And  even  the  men  who  have 
lately  ventured  to  question  the  dictatorial 
aiithority  of  Castilhos,  without  seeking  to 
join  the  federalists,  are  at  once  denounced 
as  the  allies  of  rebels,  traitors,  enemies  of 
the  republic,  and  much  more  to  the  same 
effect.  Aside  from  the  monumental  assur- 
ance which  permits  any  group  of  men  to 
claim  that  they  alone  are  the  true  represen- 
tatives of  republican  ideas,  and  that  alt 
others  are  traitors  and  enemies,  it  ought  to 
be  clearly  understood  that  until  all  men 
are  perfect  there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  a 
perfect  government,  no  political  party  that 
is  absolutely  right,  no  political  principle 
unquestionably  above  criticism.  And 
until  this  state  of  perfection  is  reached,  no 
one  party  or  clique  can  reasnunbly  claim  to 
be  the  only  true  lepresL-m.iiive  of  any 
pohtical  principle,  and  that  all  others  are 
frauds  and  traitors.  It  is  manifestly  absurd 
to  claim  that  there  are  no  republicans  in 
Brazil  except  those  who  adhere  to  the  un- 
organized groups  led  by  Floriano  Peixoto, 
Quintino  Bocayuva,  Lauro  Sodre.  Barbosa 
Lima,  Moreira  Cesar,  Julio  de  Castilhos. 
and  others  of  like  character.  It  is  worse 
than  absurd,  it  is  simply  idiotic,  to  assert 
that  these  men  and  their  followers  are  the 
only  ones  in  all  Brazil  who  have  the  sacred 
fire  of  republicanism  burning  in  their 
hearts.  To  an  outside  political  student,  it 
is  far  more  evident  that  n(  t  one  of  tiiese 
self-elected  representatives  of  republicanism 
knows  what  a  republic  really  is.  They 
denounce  every  form  of  opposition,  which 
is  unrepublican ;  and  they  resort  to  vio- 
lence and  fraud  to  accomplish  their  pur- 
poses, which  is  despotic.  There  is  hardly 
an  act  or  project  emanating  from  these 
men  which  can  be  truthfully  described  as 
republican.  Saldanha  Marinho  is  credited 
with  the  assertion,  only  a  short  time  ago, 
that  ''this  is  not  the  republic  I  have 
dreamed  of."  True!  nor  could  any  one 
else,  of  sound  senses,  ever  dream  of  such  a 
republic !  Just  think  of  it  \  Because  a 
few  men  break  away  from  the  sup])ort  of 
Julio  de  Castilhos  in  Kio  Grande,  they  are 
denounced  as  traitors,  and  are  threatened  ! 
Because  an  opposition  leader  in  Pernam- 
buco  seeks  to  have  a  fair  show  at  an  elec- 
tion, he  is  shot  down  by  the  police  officials 
of  the  governor,  Barbosa  Lima !  And 
whenever  any  one  ventured  to  criticise  the 
government  of  Floriano  Peixoto,  or  the 
acts  of  his  chief  supporters,  only  a  short 
time  ago,  he  ran  the  risk  of  arrest  and  im- 
prisonment as  a  revolutionist!  Is  this 
republicanism?  Is  it  "free  speech'' 
which  closes  our  mouths  and  denies  us  the 
right  to  criticise  a  government   official  ? 


Is  it  "free  press"  which  ar!»itrarily  cluscs 
the  doors  of  every  newspaper  which  ven- 
tured to  publish  news  and  opinions  dis- 
tasteful to  the  government .'  Are  they  "  free 
institutions''  which  terrorize  the  people 
into  silence,  and  wliich  permit  autocratic 
officials  to  work  their  own  savage  will 
upon  the  lives  and  fortunes  of  their  neigh- 
bors? And  is  it  "  free  ballot  "  which  sur- 
rounds polling-places  with  armed  policemen 
and  assassinates  any  citizen  who  dares  to 
protest  ?  And  yet  these  are  some  of  the 
tenets  which  mike  up  the  republicanism  of 
the  men  who  now  have  the  supreme  hardi- 
hood to  denounce  their  o|)ponents  as 
traitors  and  enemies  to  the  republic!  It 
is  something  like  the  demagogues  and  cut- 
throats of  the  time  of  Robespierre  who 
were  inspired  to  found  a  new  philosophy 
and  a  new  religion  !  It  is  the  disfigureil 
product  of  a  diseased  imagination,  the 
mirror-walled  bubble  born  of  infinite  con- 
ceit! There  can  be  no  republic  without 
clashing  opinions,  opposing  principles  and 
rival  pretensions.  And  once  we  have  an 
intelligent  law-abiding  people,  the  more 
active  these  rivalries  the  better  the  result. 
Bui,  on  the  other  hand,  show  us  a  political 
organization  where  men  like  Barbosa  Lima 
and  Julio  de  Casdlhos  are  eloquent  in  de- 
nouncing and  repressing  all  opposition,  on 
the  score  of  disloyalty  to  the  state,  ami  we 
will  show  you,  in  return,  the  most  danger- 
ous and  reactionary  form  of  despotism  the 
world  has  ever  known. 


Now  that  the  Misiones  question  is  finally 
settled,  there  is  no  controversy  pending 
between  Brazil  and  her  neighbors  which  is 
likely  to  involve  war.  So  far  as  we  can 
see  there  is  not  a  cloud  on  the  horizon 
which  threatens  danger  to  the  country. 
There  is  nothing  but  peace  in  sight— a 
peace  which  will  enable  Brazil  to  pay  her 
debts,  develop  her  resources,  extend  her 
commerce  and  elevate  her  people.  Why, 
then,  should  the  country  continue  to  sup- 
port a  military  establishment  so  much  be- 
yond its  resources  and  so  much  larger  than 
is  needed.  The  Rio  Grande  war  is  essen- 
tially a  local  struggle,  in  which  the  national 
forces  ought  never  to  have  taken  part.  It 
is  a  struggle  between  local  factions,  regret- 
table, hurtful,  disorganizing,  unrepublican, 
as  bad  as  bad  can  be,  in  fact— and  being 
this,  it  should  be  restricted  to  the  place 
where  it  originated.  That  a  local  struggle 
in  Rio  Grande  should  be  extended  to  all 
parts  of  Brazil  and  made  an  excuse  for 
keeping  up  a  burdensome  and  unnecessary 
military  establishment,  is  clearly  unreason- 
able and  indefensible.  This  struggle,  there- 
fore, ought  not  to  be  accepted  as  a  reason 
for  keeping  up  an  expensive  army  and  navy 
at  a  time  when  no  danger  whatever 
threatens  ihe  country  from  without.  Ac- 
cording 10  the  last  army  bill,  the  regular 
army  of  the  country  is  to  comprise  very 
neary  25,000  men.  ;in  armv  equal  to  that 
maintained  by  the  United  States,  With  a 
population  of  about  fourteen  millions,  in 
great  part  non-producers,  Brazil  undertakes 
to  maintain  a  lorce  equal  to  a  country  with 
a  population  of  sixty-five  millions.  AVhy 
should  she  do  it  ?  'i'here  are  no  impending 
foreign  wars,  and  the  country  has  but  little 
frontier  work  fur  the  troops.  For  such  an 
army  the  annual  outlay  in  food,  clothing, 
equipment,  wages,  etc,  is  something  enor- 
mous. It  is  a  burden  which  should  be  in- 
curred only  through  necessity.  Argentina 
has  an  effective  army  of  only  five  or  six 
thousand  men,  Chili  still  less,  and  Uruguay 
has  only  a  few  battalions  for  the  protection 
of  her  rapacious  presidents.  Why,  then, 
should  Brazil  require  25,000  men  ?  Is  it 
not  true  that  the  country  is  steadih'  going 
deeper  and  deeper  into  debt  every  year, 
and  that  the>e  military  expenses  are  the 
principal  cau.se  of  it  ?  And  is  it  not  equally 
true  that  the  people  are  not  deriving  one 
iota  of  benefit  from  this  overgrown  military 
establishment  ?  If,  then,  the  country  i's 
unable  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  an  army 
without  borrowing,  and  if  no  practical 
benefit  is  derived  from  the  outlay,  why  con- 
tinue the  .sacrifice?  Besides  thi.s,  what 
work  is  I  here  for  them  to  do  ?  Every  man 
who  draw;;  pay  from  the  public  treasury 
ought  In  render  some  definite  and  valuable 
service  in  return.  In  the  United  States, 
its  arm)'  i.-i  scattered  all  over  the  country, 
garrisoning  forts  and  arsenals,  and  keeping 
order  among  the  Indians.  The  soldiers 
have  plenty  of  hard  work  to  do,  and  some- 
times more  than  they  can  do  well.  Here 
their  principal  occupation  is  to  continue 
the  monarchical  cu.stom  of  garrisoning 
capitals  ;ind  large  towns  in  order  to   main- 


tain the  aulhnrity  of  the  central  govern- 
ment, In  the  L'nited  Stales,  the  popular 
dislike  fur  a  standing  army  was  so  great 
that  at  the  end  of  the  revolution  the  people 
not  only  disbanded  the  armv  but  they  even 
treated  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  had 
fought  for  them,  with  great  harshness.  To 
this  day,  no  large  garrisons  are  ke[)t  at  the 
national  and  state  ca|)itals,  nor  in  any  of 
the  laige  cities.  The  maintenance  of  order 
under  the  civil  laws  is  entrusted  to  the 
police,  which  is  there  a  civil  and  local  or- 
ganization, entirely  separated  from  the 
control  of  the  national  government.  Here 
in  llrazil  a  garrison  is  maintained  in  evfrv 
capital.  In  this  city  we  have  from  six  to 
eight  thousand  regulars  i)erinanenily  quar- 
tered in  various  parts  of  the  city,  a  large 
nav.il  torce.  two  arsenals  and  five  forts 
garrisoned  and  ready  for  ofiensive  opera- 
tions, two  military  and  one  naval  schools, 
and  a  large  number  of  unattached  officers 
filling  civilian  positions  or  lounging  about 
the  streets.  Sucii  a  force  is  a  standing 
menace  to  civil  institutions  a  source  of 
disorder  and  a  temptation  to  revolution. 
.'\ny  ambitious  man  who  can  influence  this 
garrison  is  sure  to  be  a  plotter,  a  revolu- 
tionist. If  he  can  not  secure  his  purposes 
by  peaccfiil  means,  he  will  go  to  the  quar- 
tels  and  from  thence  will  make  his  demands 
known  in  some  other  way  less  peaceful. 
Both  civilians  and  military  men  will  seek  to 
win  the  support  of  the  legions,  and  the  way 
to  that  result,  as  every  one  knows,  is 
through  favors  and  corruption.  Brazil  in 
this  respect  is  simply  repeating  history. 
The  tumults  and  revolts  which  are  to-day 
seen  throughout  all  the  Latin  republics  of 
.\merica  are  made  possible  through  this 
abuse  of  military  authority  and  use  of  con- 
venient military  garrisons,  just  as  it  hap- 
pened in  Rome  over  twenty  centuries  ago, 
and  just  as  it  has  happened  in  every  part  of 
the  world  throughout  all  historical  time. 
If  Brazil  wishes  to  enjoy  peace  and  pros- 
perity, she  must  seek  them  through  the 
arts  of  peace  rather  than  those  of  war. 
Her  people  must  learn  to  be  self  governing 
and  to  do  without  a  privileged  class  which, 
pretending  t<#  maintain  order,  is  a  constant 
source  of  disorder. 


KIO  GKANDh:  AFFAIRS. 

Kio  Ghande,  March  141I1,  1895. 

As  you  may  observe  Iiy  my  cliiince  of  atMr&ss,  I 
have  left  Piraliny  and  relurneH  to  Rio  Grande, 
foriuiiaiely  jiisi  in  lime  to  avoid  a  Iieap  ol  trouble. 
On  the  yeiy  day  I  left,  Uie  tonn  |)romisctI  inv.ision 
nf  pir.iiiny  came  off,  virliidi  makes  one  raiher  in- 
clined to  belitjve  in  a  special  Providence  proiectiiig 
the  virlimuR  correspoiirlent. 

It  is.  however,  a  lontj  story,  and  lietter  taken 
regularly. 

A  few  days  after  my  last  letter  to  tlie  Nitws  tlie 
17th  liattalinn  of  llic  line  arrived  at  Pitniiny  to 
take  care  of  the  tlirealened  bridge.  Tlii,s  baltaHoii 
iceius  to  he  composed  of  raiher  heterogeneous 
elements,  including  ex-soldiers  of  Goniersindo,  e.x- 
>ailors  of  Custodio,  and  rubtiisli  from  all  parts. 
The  clonel  was  acting  general  of  division,  tlie 
acting  colonel  a  very  young  cai>taiii,  the  mnjor  a 
lieiiteiiant,  and  all  I  lie  rest  of  tlie  officers  alferes  or 
.tlferes  em  cmninissiio,  sn  you  may  imagine  di.scip- 
liue  is  not  the  sirong  iioint,  and  their  arriv.al  did 
not  add  lo  the  sense  of  sectnity  ol  the  neii;hliors. 

One  day  an  incident  occurred  tliat  shews  how 
lilllc  is  required  lo  destroy  all  semblance  of  order. 
r\  very  drunken  Irishman  in  a  quarrel  with  a  sfil- 
dier  .suick  him  in  the  canttirl,  so  iically  and  dex- 
terously as  if  *' lo  the  mailer  bred,"  so  that  he 
dropped  like  a  sione'.  In  (act  a  lirazilian  himself 
could  not  have  done  it  neatur.  Our  unwise  cotn- 
palriut  was  fo.thwitli  lianled  before  ihe  actim;. 
geneiid,  Snvagel,  and  canied  off  to  llie  camp. 
Here  a  scene  occurred,  (iisi^raceful  to  ihe  htmor 
iiiid  civilization  ofihe  Biad'iaiiauny.  A  suhalteni 
officer,  an  alferes,  apprniiriatcly  known  as  Om- 
cei^ao  0/ifa,  or  lii,'er.  deliher.itely  struck  this  de- 
fenseless ami  helplessly  drunki^ii  prisoner  Willi  his 
knile,  swearing  lie  \vi>uld  do  foj-  him  in  the  same 
way  as  he  had  served  tlie  scddier.  |[is  aim,  how- 
ever, in  spite  of  being  sober,  was  iioi  ,so  j^.Kul  ns 
ihe  Irishman's  when  drunk,  anfi  .so  he  missed  Ids 
^llOl  mid  Ihe  knife  glancing  up  the  lemple  indict:;d 
merely  a  fli'sli  woun.l.  Hy  (his  time  the  .■;iaff 
-.Ihccis  had  arrived  on  ihe  .scene,  and  wiih  Hie 
greati-sl  diFlicully  succeeded  in  calming  tlie  lumiili, 
Ihe  alferes  On^a  and  s(;ldieis  insisliiig  on  making 
cold  meal  of  the  Iri-hniaii,  who  however  was  taken 
thiiitjs  very  coolly,  and  making  speeches  in  which 
he  iiiModuced  all  ilie  flowers  of  speech  usual  to 
ibose  that  drink  not  wisi'Iy  but  loo  well,  and  that 
in  the  very  best  PortOLiucse  I  evt^r  hcajd  out  of 
the  iiioiilh  of  any  liiiiish  subjeci.   drunk  or  sriher ! 

Anyhow  he  got  off  wih  his  life,  which  was  as 
inncli,  if  nol  more  than  he  deserved,  and  was  pui 
under  arrest,,  with  orders  to  [lie  guard  to  slinot 
anyone  who  came  near  him,  for  which  he  may 
thank  Col.  Savaget,  who  elocjueiilly  protested  he 
would  never  command  a  "  batialimi  of  assassins," 
and  the  matter  wmild  merit  no  hirther  attention 
had  tlial  fierce  alferes  aiso  received  some  punish- 
ment, instead  ol  lieing  Icfl  at  large  to  publicly 
boast  how  he  would  cbaw-up  foreigners,  esoecially 
iiiglezes,  when  he  came  to  be  colonel.  Such  a 
fellow  is  a  disgrace  to  tile  Brazilian  army  and  a 
danger  to  society,  and  should  be  made  to  under- 
stand Ihat  civilians,  whether  foreigners  or  no. 
have  rights  thai  must  be  respected  even  by  ' '  liger  " 
officers.  I  am  not  ajiiigo,  nor  anxious  to  add  lo 
the  tiifficnlly   of  restoring  peace  and   order    that

ant  grief  at  having  to  surrender  his  '■  Onca," 
rt'liose  nnguageand  manner  can  scarcely  endear 
liiin  lo  Ills  superiors. 

As  I  ineiiiioned  in  my  last,  a  group  of  federalL-^ls 
were  liuvenng  about  the  neighborhood  of  Piraliny 
with  the  expresst.,1  intention  of  deslroyini;  the 
railway  bridge  and  of  culling  llie  throat  of  an 
obnoxious  Caslithi^la  "chefe  "  named  Joao  Paulo. 
Ihis  was  public  and  notorious  and  j.  Paulo  him- 
self knew  it,  and  when  there  were  no  protecting 
battalions  around,  usually  took  his  ibront  to  Pelotas 
for  safer  custody.  Hut  cite  sara,  sard,  and  J. 
Paulo  was  predestined  to  wear  the  "  red  cravat  " 
Ihat  rumor  credits  him  with  having  adorned  so 
many  of  his  federalista  O|.ponen(s.  He  was, 
however,  making  .t  rapid  pile  out  of  the  revolution 
and  could  afford  to  risk  something. 

About  the  middle  o(  February  a  group  of  feder. 
alislas  crossed  Ihe  railway  above  Piratiny  and  in- 
vaded the  central  districts  of  Camaciuam,  etc..  and 
so  Ihe  I7lh  Iwttidion,  to  the  salistactirm  ol  alt  the 
neighbors,  except  f.  Paulo,  marched  niT  lo  attack 
Ihe  enemy,  20  or  30  leagues  away  hy  that  lime. 
Whether  or  no  they  came  up  with  ihem,  I  know 
nol,  but  should  lliink  it  improbable,  and  exiremely 
difficult  for  infantry  to  stalk  cavalry  in  this  kind  of 
country. 

Anyhow  they  went  in  a  great  hurry  and  left  all 
their  tails  behind  them,  in  the  shape  of  a  large 
quantily  of  women,  baggage,  clothing  and  ammu- 
nilion,  to  be  guarded  by  60  national  guards! 

An  additional  inducement  to  the  federalistis  ! 
The  situation  was  wnrming  up  and  as  private  in- 
formation  led  me  lo  believe  Ihat  the  federalists 
would  rot  louK  delay  the  attack,  or  resist  .ihc 
golden  opportunity  of  killing  three  birds  with  one 
slone.  I  thonghl  it  lime  to  move  myself  and  "  hos- 
tages "  to  safer  Cjuarlers. 

The  very  day  I  lefl,  in  came  Carolino  Amaral, 
wounded  Ihe  obnoxious  J.  Paulo  in  16  different 
places  and  finally  cut  his  predestined  throat,  to 
make  sure ;  attacked  the  national  guard  who 
mostly  skeddadled  (not  all),  and  cleared  out  all 
the  clothing  and  ammunition  of  the  17th,  which  he 
(leacealily  carted  nlT  at  6  a.m.  next  morning, 
refusing  to  take  the  women  too,  who  they  said 
were  not  good-looking  enough  ! 

With  the  exceiition  of  J.  Paulo,  they  molested 
no  civilians,  or  "  fainilias,"  and  did  not  even  put 
in  their  appearance  at  the  hotel  where  I  had  been 
lately  slopping,  nor  yet  blow  up  the  railway  bridge 
as  was  expected.  Carolino  Amaral,  the  "  chefe," 
was  however  himself  formerly  a  resident,  and  is 
said  to  be  a  very  decent  (ellow  in  ordinary  life ; 
wliich  explains  the  mitk  in  the  cocoanut.  Voii 
will  now  understand  the  providential  manner  in 
which  the  revnlutionists  periodically  obtain  a 
regular  supply  of  amtnunilion  and  clothing,  with 
which  to  conlinue  Ihe  desperaic  and  sanguinary 
struggle  against  railway  bridges,  stations  and 
leleuraph  posts  I 

The  horse  being  now  irretrievably  stolen,  it  only 
remained  to  close  and  guard  the  door,  so  the  same 
day  apart  o(  tlie  nth  baltalion  of  the  line  arrived 
from  Rio  Grande  under  the  command  of  a  lieute- 
nant and  an  alferes,  who,  if  not  himself  an  "On;a," 
must  have  been  at  least  a  polecat,  or  some  other 
e(]ually  .stinking  and  leline  creature. 

It  being  a  warm  afternoon,  the  alferes  repaired 
to  the  hotel  hir  refreshment,  and  not  getting  what 
lie  wanted,  because  "it  wasn't  there,"  retired 
swearing  vengeance  against  IJeiito,  the  very  decent 
.ind  obliging  old  fellow  who  bo.sses  the  hotel. 

Sure  enough,  about  10  p.m.,  six  soldiers  and 
two  sergeants  appeared  and  began  to  distribute 
whacks  all  round  wilh  their  sabres  on  all  the  male 
gueits  indiscriminale,  and  si  por  a-rnjo,  as  the 
gauchoB  say,  until  at  last  hitting  the  riglil  man 
Penlo,  they  hauled  him  off  to  answer  to  offended 
and  ihirsty  auihorily,  a  detachment  remaining 
behind  to  frighlcn  the  ladies  out  of  the  little  wits 
that  yet  remained.  Fi)rlniialely  there  was  a  lieu- 
tenant besides  the  alferes,  and  as  lie  had  K'>t  all  the 
grub  he  wanted,  objected  to  this  fashion  of  foraging 
adopted  l)y  his  inferior,  and  let  olT  poor  Bento  with 
a  warning. 

Nemesis,  however,  tracked  lliat  fearsome  alferes 
ill  ihc  shape  of  ihe  most  soldicr-like  niid  energetic 
officer  Ihe  gnvennneni  has  in  this  part  of  Brazil  at 
least,  Col.  Telles,  the  hero  of  Bag^'  (sic,  and 
rightly)  who  unexpectedly  aniv  ed  next  day,  and 
qiiiie  clianged  ihe  tune  of  lh:it  al'eres'  singing. 

Bento  and  the  other  whacked  ones  constituted 
themselves  uito  aconimiltee  t'l  lay  ihe  matter  before 
Col.  Telles,  who,  lo  make  a  long  story  short,  did 
liimhclf  personally  "  beat  thai  knave  full  sore"  with 
1  >-,■/',■>!,/ fir,  mid  sent  our  alferes  off  lo  Rio  Grande, 
ivheie  he  wa-;  court-innrtialk-d  and  degraded  to  a 
^niiminii  snldier.  The  two  sergeants  were  also 
iegraded,  and  a  soldier,  who  had  made  himself 
parliciilarly  (dinoxious,  is  at  this  moment  spilling 
blood  in  hospiiid  from  the  elTects  of  the  whacking 
d  there  administered  by  Col,  Telles.  Bravo 
(nr  Coliinel  Carlos  Telle.s,  the  right  man  in  the 
wrong  place!  If  we  only  had  half  a  do^en  like 
him.  With  a  free  hand  and  no  favor,  Ihey  would 
speedily  pulish  off  the  revohilion,  in  spite  of  a 
riain  carelessness  as  re;■ard^  his  )nidi;es. 
Of  harryings  and  hurryings,  marcliing  .ind 
couiiter-marclung,  flights  and  pursuits,  ili.^re  is  no 
.11  resulting  in  iu7.  So  there'.s  iKithing  to 
repc.rt  yet,  except  uncuiifinued  mmurs,  which  are 
nol  to  be  relied  on. 

Do  not  think,  however,  lliat  it  is  all  w(nk  and 
no  play ;  a  part  of  the  garrison  a  k-w  days  ago  in- 
ptcd  our  telegraphic  comnuinicaiiem  wiiii  Rjo 
thereby  giving  rise  to  the  report  that  Prudenle  de 
Moraes  had  followed  t)ie  example  of  C.  Pcrier  and 
Saeiii'.  Pefia,  by  amusing  themselves  with  potting 
the  insulators  ol  the  telegraph  posts.  They  hit 
eighteen,  but  wh.at  are  they  among  so  many  ?  Put 
it  down  in  ihe  dill.     More  mdemniiy  to  p.iy  !

—  There  is  no  [list;nisin{j  ihe  fact  Ihat  within 
the  last  week  there  have  been  several  cases, 
perhaps  eij^ht  or  ten.  of  rapid  dealhs  hum  violent 
diseases  of  Ihe  di^e.'live  orjjans.  The.se  have  nearly 
all  been  among  the  lower  classes,  and  have  been 
direclly  aUiilnnal'le  to  excesses  of  eaiin;;  and 
driiikiiijj,  especially  of  melons  nnd  green  fruit. 
There  has  been  notliiiig  lo  show  thai  they  have 
deiived  infection  Iroai  previous  cases  or  passed  it 
on  lo  others.  Hiill  tlie  cases  have  been  sufficieiil  to 
cause  considerable  alarm,  especially  among  Ihe 
more  ignorant  classes,  and  to  spread  a  report  that 
"  cholera  "  has  at  last  appeared  amongst  ns.  On 
this  account,  on  SntLirday  the  health  authorities 
addressed  a  note  lo  ihe  government,  calling  atten- 
tion lo  the  reports,  ami  f>tnting  that  although 
fatal  cases  of  d«raiigeinent  of  ihe  iligesiive 
organs  had  occurred,  itiey  liad  no  lesem- 
blance  to  cholera  morlnis  or  true  Asiatic  cholera 
and  were  not  at  all  infectious.  In  fact  the  pnb- 
blic  health  is  unusually  ^onA,  and  the  deaths  from 
gastric  complaints  were  only  15  in  January  and  Feb- 
ruary against  19  in  the  same  jieriod  last 
year  when  there  was  no  pretence  of  alarm.  With 
urdinary  care  in  leedin({  and  cleanly  habits  there 
is  no  motive  for  fear,  Nevertheless  the  hoard,  to 
allay  putilic  alarm,  is  making  special  provisions 
(or  disinfection  [for  a  complaint  which  it  has  sol- 
emidy  ilechtred  to  be  non-infections  !]  isolation, 
cic,  and  is  e.xerci.sin^  special  vigilance  over  all 
public  places  of  lesorl.  The  visits  of  the  pulilic 
and  iflaiives  to  ihe  Caridad  Hospital  are  also 
niomenlnnly  i^iispended,  though  no  "suspected" 
cases  are  known  there  yet. —  Montevideo  Times, 
March  5lh. 

— Tha  Rosaiio  correspondent  of  the  Buenos 
Aires  Revuw  wriles  as  follows,  under  dale  of 
Marcli  7lh,  of  the  ravages  of  cliolera  in  tliat  city 
and  neiglihoriiig  towns  — "The  ridiculous  pre- 
cautions and  contradictions  of  the  authorities, 
when  the  e)iidemic  first  made  its  appearance  heie, 
had  the  efl'ect  of  malting  people  incredulous  of 
its  existence,  and  it  was  thus  able  to  take  snch 
a  hold,  and  to  extend  with  such  lightning-like 
rnpidiiy  throughout  the  whole  of  the  province, 
tlint  has  resulted  In  the  most  jiha^tly  hill  of  mor- 
tality. Deaihs  ill  Rosario  have  been  at  times  at 
llie  rale  of  15  lo  16  per  day,  nnd  in  cainp  towns 
of  from  1500  lo  2000  inhabitants  6  lo  9  deaths  per 
day  h.Tve  taken  place.  Caiiada  de  Gomez  has 
been  lilierally  decimated,  luirraspe  ( also  known 
as  San  Francisco),  Armstrong.  Serodint.  in  Santa 
F^,  and  Marcos  Juarez  and  Leones  in  Cordoba, 
have  suffered  fiiglil/Ldly,  and  hardly  a  town  or 
settlement  has  esca|>ed.  In  Ros.ario,  the  dislrict 
on  the  north-west  side  in  which  the  Refinery,  the 
Embarcaderos,  and  other  shipping  places  are  si- 
tuated, appears  to  be  the  centre  of  the  epidemic. 
']'he  populaiiun  is  almost  eniirely  composed  of 
persoii.s  employed  in  the  Refinery  and  the  shipp- 
ing esiablishmeuts,  who  live  in  tilily  ranchos. 
Tiiey  use  well  water,  and  live  in  about  as  dirty  a 
condition  as  possible.  The  ninrtality  has  been 
very  hiyh.  From  the  Refiueria  distiii-t  the  desease 
h.is  followed  a  northerly  course,  creating  havoc 
among  ihe  settlements  round  liie  Cenlral  Argen- 
tine workshops,  and  followed  the  Alherdi  road  to 
Alherdi,  All  through  these  districts  the  well 
waier  i-i  liUhy.  At  the  south  end  of  the  town, 
the  dislrict  surrounding  the  liasura  heap,  and 
thence  to  the  Snbdillo  has  been  severely  altacked, 
liul  not  to  the  same  extent  as  the  north  .side. 
In  cential  dislricts  deaths  have  been  few,  owing 
ti)  tlie  water  supplied  coming  from  Ihe  waler- 
woiks,  and  the  general  sanitary  conditions  being 
somewhat   belter."

WEST  COAST  ITEMS. 
— Valparaiso  telegrams  of  ihe  2!st  announce  the 
end  of  the  Peruvian  revolution,  the  revolutionists 
being  successful.  There  bad  been  some  severe 
fighting  in  the  streeis,  when  the  foreiqo  legations 
interfered  to  secure  an  armistice  for  the  burial  of 
the  dead  nnd  negotiations  for  pence,  President 
Caceres  then  resolved  to  resign,  leaving  the  revo- 
lutionists under  Pieroln  to  organize  a  provisional 
government.  The  two  armies  were  then  with- 
drawn from  Lima,  leaving  the  civilian  authorities 
lo  restore  order. 

— The  Ecuador  bondholders,  at  ihe  special  meet- 
ing yesterday,  decided  to  "climb  down."  They 
have  accepted  tlie  clause  imposed  by  the  defaulung 
governnienl,  and  thereby  bound  themselves  to  re- 
nounce all  claims  nn  conceded  by  the  last  Con- 
gress. It  i'?  their  own  affUir,  of  course,  and  we  do 
not  know  that  they  are  called  upon  to  practise 
self-denia!  on  liroad  public  grounds ;  but  none  the 
less  they  have  given  Ihe  robber  slates  of  South 
America  another  pat  on  tlie  back.  This  eternal 
compromising  with  debtors  wlio  can  pay  and  won't 
payalmosl  amounis  loacompounding  of  dishonesty.

intended  10  prepare  llie  way  Jot  a  moveinent  (or 
separating  the  northern  states  from  the  rest  of  the 
country. 

—  In  the  vicinity  of  Casa  Branca,  S.  Paulo,  the 
following  plantations  have  recently  been  sold :

'I'he 
conduct  of  the  commissioner,  when  it  l)ccame 
known,  excited  much  indiynnlion  among  ihe  people 
ofS.  Francisco.  Garcia  has  applied  to  the  ci)Urls 
for  redress. 


AVO  CRAiVDE  DO  SUL. 

The  news  of  Apparicio  Saraiva's  viciory  over 
t)ie  Caslilhislas  on  the  l6tli  inst.  was  confirmed  by 
telegrams  received  here  on  ihe  191I1  and  20lh. 
The  delealed  force  is  estimated  at  from  600  to  800 
and  was  commanded  by  Col.  Jos£  Pinto.  Accord- 
ing to  Anpnricio's  report  he  look  10  prisoners  and 
over  100  dead  Castil!ii.sias  were  found  on  ihe  field 
after  ihe  engagement.  The  charge  of  lancers 
which  ended  the  fight,  is  said  lo  have  scattered  the 
Castilhistas  in  every  direction,  manyiif  them  taking 
reluge  in  Uruguayan  territory,  where  ihey  were 
disarmed  liy  the  aulhorities. 

Among  the  Castilhistas  killed  was  Cid.  Severo 
Feijd,  who  commanded  200  men  sent  from  D. 
Pediitoby  Elias  Amaro.  One  of  ihe  telegrams 
states  that  the  rcvolulionisls  capcnreii  c  000 
Mau-er  rifles.  ^ 

The  Castiihistas  acknowledge  their  defeat,  but 
slate  Ihey  lost  only  two  ofScers  and  iS  men  killed 
and  wounded  and  114  missing. 

After  the  engai;enienl  Col.  Telles,  with  whom 
Pinto  was  co-operating,  lell  iiack  to  fiaye. 

Tlie  engagement  occurred  at ,  Serrilhada,  ^\k\ 
.A.p|iaricio  seems  lo  have  employed  the  stmtagem, 
so  often  successfully  used  by  Gumcrsindo,  of  lead- 
ing !he  enemy  into  ambush  by  means  o(  a  feigned 
reireai. 

Saldanha  da  Gaina  telegraphs  lo  friends  in  Mon- 
tevideo communicating  ihat  Zeferino  Scallo 
(Esconto?)  and  20  other  rcvolulionisls  have  been 
murdered  by  Casiilhistas.  These  men,  on  their 
way  to  join  Apparicio,  whom  ihey  expected  to  find 
at  Ferraris,  unwillingly  entered  the  Castillnsta 
camp  at  that  place,  supposing  it  to  lie  that  of  their 
friends,  and  discovered  the  mistake  too  lale  to 
make  their  escape,  being  consequently  ohbced  to 
surrender.  Commenliiig  on  this  event,  SaTdanha 
says  in  his  telegram  :—"  The  governmenl's  army 
continues  10  be  false  lo  its  mission;  ii  is  converted 
into  a  pretoiian  guard  and  does  not  he.-itale  to 
commit  murder."  It  is  slated  that  the  Castilhislns 
have  also  murdeied  Pantaleao  .Severo  (!>rolher  of 
Torqualo  Severo)  who  was  living  quietly  at  home, 
liaving  taken  no  part  in  the  war. 
_  A  Montevideo  telegram  of  Ihe  2jnd  gives  addi- 
lional  details,  taken  from  Apparicio's  report,  of 
the  result  of  the  engagement  al  Serrilhada.  The 
revolulionists  caniured  112  Mauser  rifles,  60  Com- 
blains,  wiih  ammanitton,  206  horses  wiiii  saddle* 
and  bridles,  700  loose  horses,  many  blankets    and

Oil  the  2\A  Gen.  Lima,  canlilhi^la,  wnn  reported 
to  be  nt  Alegr'te  witii  over  1,000  men,  Od.  Fir- 
inino  Paulo  M  itii  500  men  had  cros-ed  the  Ibicuhy 
III  i'  in  him. 

To  Gen.  Limn  had  been  ^eiit  9,000  horse*  that 
had  been  rejected  liy  Gen.  llypiiliio  at  uii*erviCB- 
able.  2,000  hor-«s  h  ive  been  recemly  purchMed 
in  Uriigu.iy  for  iiie  garrison  at  Santa  Anna  do 
LivianiPiit'.  (1  is  reporied  that  llieie  are  pulitical 
dissensions  in  this  garrison,  pari  of  wliicii  is  favor- 
able  to  tlie  piesenl  government  of  Etrnzil,  while 
the  remainder  desires  to  resluie  the  diclaiofship  of 
Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto. 

One  cause  of  dioconierit  in  ihnt  garrison  is  said 
lo  relate  to  the  pay  ril  the  sohlierH,  which  is  three 
months  in  anear.

Accordint!  lo  llie  castilhistas  he  effected  a  junc- 
tion wilh  Klias  Amnro  al  D.  Pednlo  ami  .m 
the  2rsi  the  combined  forces  sei  out  in  the 
direL'li.m  of  Ponclie  Verde.  When  iliey  h.id 
marched  a  league  and  a  half  they  met  at  a 
place  calleii  E'tiva  revoluiionnry  forces  under 
Apparicio,  Gueneiro  Vicioiia,  Carlos  Cliaiias, 
Torqiinio  Severo,  Manoel  Machado  and  others. 
Tliese  forces  they  claim  lo  have  defeated  ami 
driven  to  Passu  da  Viola,  which  ilie  rev.ilu- 
iionists  passed  eaiiy  on  the  morning  of  tlie 
23rd  ill  the  direction  of  Espantoso  and  Carpimaria. 
They  say  that  they  capluied  two  prisoners 
and  killed  and  wounded  a  considerable  num- 
ber o(  fcderali-ts,  tlieir  own  logs  lieini;  one 
officer  and  seven  men  killed  and  several  woun- 
ded including  Elias  Amaro.  Telles,  they  asseri, 
was  toconlinue  the  pursuit  on  the  23rd. 

Accoiding,  however,  to  accounts  favorable  to 
the  levfduiiimists,  Telles,  alter  losing  many  men. 
has  been  surrounded  nnd  will  probably  be 
forced  to  surrender.

Pinheiro  Machado  and  Ramiro  Barcellos  have 
issued  their  manifesto,  wliicli  is  also  signed  by 
.Senator  Frota  and  Deputies  Vespasiano,  Manod 
Py,  Pereira  da  Costn,  Pania  Alenca^tro.  Lins 
da  Rocha  and  Martins  da  Costa  Junior.  Deputy 
Pedro  de  Moacyr  refused  10  sign  it,  Vicio- 
rino  Monleiro,  Fernando  Alibol  and  Piratinino 
have  telegraphed  their  concurrence. 

The  manifesto  censures  the  conduct  of  those 
who  are  promoting  dissensions  in  ilie  ranks  of 
Castilhos'  party. 

Pinn,  one  of  the  revilutionary  leaders,  has 
taken  Rosario,  whose  garrison,  composed  of  300 
men.  fled  al  his  approach,  leaving  in  his  hands 
all  iheiv  camp  equipage  and  20  Comblain  rifles, 
besides  several  ol  their  soldiers,  who  fitted  lo  effect 
their  escape.     .

BARAO  do  RIO  APA. 
Antonio   Eneas  Gustavo  Galvao,  I3nr3i)  do  Rio 
Apa,  marshal  c.(  the  army,  died  in  this  city  yester- 
day  at  5  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  part  Inkeii  by  the  deceased  in  the  important 
events  that  have  occurred  during  his  lifetime  was 
sometimes  prominent.  A  simple  solrlier,  he  appears 
to  have  been  entirely  devoid  of  the  desire,  now 
displayed  by  so  many  of  hi?  comardes,  of  mingling 
in  political  affairs.  If  he  had  any  political  feelini>s 
they  were  doulilless  favorable  to  the  monarchy' 
and  it  is  prohahle  that,  if  he,  instead  of  Gen.' 
Floriano  Peixoio,  had  Iieen  adjndant-generni  of 
the  army  on  Nov.  15,  1889,  the  imperial  throne 
would  not  have  lieen  overturned  withotn  a  struggle. 
This,  however,  did  not  prevent  him  from  serving 
(aithrully,  but  wiihout  enthusiasm,  the  first  two 
presidents  of  the  republic. 

On  the  first  of  January,  iSSi,  he  commanded 
the  troops  that  suppressed  the  Vintem  riol.s. 

In  1890,  neiidnro  made  him  adjudant-general 
of  the  army  in  place  of  Gen.  JostS  Stmeao  when 
(he  latter  took  Ids  seat  in  the  consiimcnt  assem- 
bly. When  Deodoro  was  forced  to  resign  by  the 
Rio  Grande  revolution,  which  encouraged  the 
opponents  oi  the  coup  d'etat  to  make  the  revo- 
lution of  Nov.  23,  1891,  Hariio  do  Rio  Apa  con- 
tinued, under  the  new  government,  lo  hold  the 
office  of  adjudant-ijeneral,  and  on  Geu,  Monrn's 
departure  for  Rio  Grande  in  1S93  he  took  charge, 
in  the  latler's  absence,  of  the  direction  of  the  war 
department.  There  seems  to  he  no  douitt  that 
both  under  Deodoro's  administration  and  under 
that  of  Floriano,  especially  the  latter,  he  was 
obliged  lo  submit  to  many  annoyances,  and  it  is 
supposed  that  these  finally  became  so  intolerable 
that  they  led  to  his  lesignntton  of  ihe  nfiices  of 
adjudant-general  and  acting  minister  of  war, 
though  the  ostensible  cause  of  his  resignation  was 
bad  health. 

At  the  lime  of  his  death  he  was  over  61  years 
of  age,  havini!  been  born  in  ihe  province  of  Sergipe 
on  Oct,  19,  1833.

DIPLOMATIC  RECEPTION. 

On  the  igih  inst.  Her  Majesty's  represeiitntive 
at  this  capital,  Edmund  C.  H.  Phipps,  Esq.,  was 
formally  received  at  Itamarniy  by  the  Presi(tent  of 
the  Republic.  In  presenting  his  credentials  Mr. 
Phipps  said : 

Monsieur   le  President. 

1  have  the  lumor  to  place  in  your  excellency's 
hands  the  letter  fmm  my  august  sovereign  ac- 
crediting me  as  Her  Majesty's  envoy  extraor- 
dinary and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the  United 
States  of  Brazil. 

It  is  to  me  a  privilege  once  more  to  return  to 
this  magnificent  country  in  order  to  fulfil  so  grate- 
ful a  task  as  that  which  Her  Majesty's  confulence 
has  imposed  upon  me;  namely,  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  strict  friendship  and  the  good  under- 
standing which  so  happily  unite  the  two  countries. 

The  sympathies  so  constantly  evidenced  in  Eng- 
gland  towards  the  people  ol  Brazil,  the  confidence 
lelt  in  the  loyalty  and  integrity  of  its  successive 
administrations,  confidence  testified  by  the  vnst 
slake  which  Great  Britain  has  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  republic,  are  circumstances  which  tend  lo 
lighten  the  responsibilities  of  my  task,  for  in 
fulfiUing  it  I  feel  sure  t)i.it  I  can  count  on  the 


—The  prefect  has  signed  a  decree  perinitlin;; 
maiket  gardeners  to  sell  their  proibicts  at  various 
localities  in  the  suburbs  without  licence. 

—  The  two  wi-U-known  New  Vork  firms  of 
Flint  &  Co.  and  Coombs,  Crosby  &  Eddy  have 
been  consolidated  and  aie  lobe  incorporated  under 
the  stjie  of  Fiint,  Eddy  &  Co. 

— The  rates  for  storage  of  wine  at  bonded  ware- 
houses, which  were  formerly  3$5oo  per  pipe  for 
the  first  and  2$ooo  for  ihe  following;  months,  have 
recently  been  increased  to  6$ooo  and  5^000  res- 
pectively. 

—The  directors  of  the  British  Bank  of  South 
America  reconimemied  at  the  general  meeting  held 
on  March  21,  a  dividend  of  4  percent,  on  ihe  paid. 
up  capital  of  the  bank,  and  a  bOnus  of  2  per  cent,, 
free  of  income-tax  (making,  with  tlie  dividend  on 
account  paiil  in  October  last,  a  distribution  ol  lo 
percent,  for  the  year;  fiec  of  income-inxj,  placing 
^30,000  to  reserve  fund,  /l,oi5  to  pension  fund, 
and  carrying  forward  ;i^31,7o6. 

— Owiiid  to  the  apprehension  of  a  few  articles 
smuggled  ashore  at  Santos  from  the  Trent,  by  a 
negro,  lhe^«<i'-rt'<i-mt'/' boarded  the  steamer  on  the 
iSih  and  made  an  extended  search  for  contraband 
goods.  He  succeeded  in  finding  a  number  of  small 
articles,  the  property  ol  various  einployi^.s,  snch  as 
hats,  shirts,  handkerchiefs,  braces,  etc.,  of  no 
great  value  but  still  sufficient  to  warrant  the  search. 
As  it  is  impossible  lo  prevent  this  petty  traffic  tlie 
authorities  would  be  wise  to  give  less  importance 
10  It  and  not  make  it  tlie  excuse  for  vexatious  in- 
terferences with  the  work  of  a  steamer, 

— Tlie35tb  balance-sheet  of  the  Erjnttable  shows 
results  that  cannct  fail  lo  be  highly  graiifyin"  to 
the  company  and  its  poltcy-hoMers.  At  the  close 
of  the  past  year  the  capital  assets  of  the  company 
nmonnted  lo  the  extraordinary  sum  of  $185,044,. 
310  gold.  The  liabilities,  including  the  reserve 
heldtocover  all  liie  policies,  was  $147,564,498, 
showing  a  surplus  in  fivor  of  the  policy-holders  of 
$37,479,802.  The  annual  income  from  premiums, 
rentals,  etc.,  amounts  to  .$43,669,726.  The  new 
business  received  in  1894  aggregaied  $217,115,988, 
while  the  payments  on  account  of  deaths  and 
annuities  dmin^j  the  year  amounted  to  $19,473,352. 
—A  general  meeting  of  the  Brazilian  Ejttract  ol 
Meat  and  Hides  Factory,  Ld,,  (what  a  name!) 
look  place  in  London  on  28ih  February.  The 
repoit  shows  that  the  company  is  unable  to  pay  a 
dividend,  owinj;  to  the  state  of  affairs  in  Brazil. 
The  nuinlier  of  cattle  killed  was  26,205  head,  as 
against  56,977  last  year,  and  the  profits,  at  Ihe 
low  exchange  ruling  at  the  date  of  making  up  the 
accounts,  aiiKHinted  to  ^2.595,  which  was  only 
about  sufficient  to  pay  the  debenture  interest  and 
charges.  The  claim  On  the  Brazilian  government 
was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  foreign  office,  and  the 
directors  were  doing  all  they  could  to  urge  its 
settlement. 


—A  petition  signed  by  a  large  number  of  plantern 
and  commission  meichanlN  has  been  aildressed  to 
Ihe  presidents  of  the  itatcs  of  Rit)  de  Janeiro  and 
Mnias  Geraes  asking  that  the  duty  on  coftce  shall 
be  paid  hy  exporters  and  that  i'MMj  shall  be  used 
only  to  show  the  origin  of  the  coffee. 

—Messrs.  G,  Duuring  S:  Zoon  of  Rotterdam  in 
their  circuUr  ol  the  2Hth  ult,  estimate  the  world's 
cofTeo  crop  fur  the  year  1895-96  at  10,270,000 
bags  ag.iinsl  11,129,000  for  1894-95  ami  9,202,000 
for  1893-94.  Tlicy  estimate  tlie  total  demand  at 
an  avei  iige  of  over  1 1,000,000  bags  per  annum. 

■—The  committee  of  coffee  fiictors  appointed  for 
esiiniaiinf;  the  cro|>  for  the  year  1895-96,  report*  as 
follows:— "  Heavy  rains  during  the  la>i  three 
months  have  contributed  to  liaNten  development  of 
.seasonable  and  laie  fruit,  but  have  hindered  the 
production  of  (■,!/;' ./<fj  rt/K.ij-,  which  is  almost  a 
total  failmc.  The  cominitice  accordingly  believes 
ihat  the  future  croji  will  he  of  gorkl  quality  unless 
injured  by  rains  during  the  process  of  gathering 
and  drying.  The  quantity  available  for  exporta- 
tioii  will,  It  seems,  hardly  exceed  1,750,000  hags, 
subject,  liowcver,  to  be  increased  by  ifie  remainder 
of  llie  previous  crop,  whose  shipment  is  delayed  by 
various  well-known  causes.  In  addition  to  the 
lack  ol  elVicieni  labor,  agriculture  conliimes  to 
siificr  fiom  insufiioient  transportation  facilities  on 
ailways,  which,  although  lliey  rejjulate  their 
freight  rales  by  a  sliding  scale  varying  with  the 
lluctualioiis  in  exchange,  fail  to  olfi,T  safe,  spcetiy 
and  regulir  meanH  of  conveyance  either  for  im- 
ports or  ex(.oits  thus  incre;isinii  the  cost  of  labor 
and  even  occasioning  periods  of  lamioc  in  certain 
localities  in  consequence  of  the  dearth  ol  food- 
siiiffs.  This  coniinitiee,  then,  in  the  performance 
of  its  duly  c:il!s  ihe  aitciition  of  the  proper  avithor- 
ities  to  ihe  ju>l  coniplitints  of  the  planters,  who 
require  blue  and  s|icedy  means  of  transportation 
and  the  aclunl  responsibility  of  someone  for  the 
number  ami  weight  of  the  packages  delivered  here 
or  in  the  interior.

COFFEE  TAX. 


Coffee   Notes 


— The  minister  of  industry  has  authorized  the 
director  of  the  Central  railway  to  re-establish  the 
rules  formerly  in  force  in  regard  to  the  shipment 
of  coffee  bags. 

— As  an  inducement  lor  the  construction  of  a 
branch  of  the  Sorocabana  milway  to  Len9oes, 
S.  Paulo,  Ihe  municipal  council  of  that  place 
reports  that  the  municipality  now  possesses  8,520,- 
000  coffee  trees,  of  which  4,245,000  are  from 
three  lo  six  years  old,  and  the  balance  under 
three  years.  The  area  suitalile  for  coffee  still 
uncultivated  amounts  to  sixty-million  atqueires  of 
land.

The  undersigned  coffee  factors  in  this  federal 
capital  hereby  come  before  your  excellencies  for 
the  purpose  of  making  known  to  you  the  annoy- 
ances and  losses  that  will  he  caused  to  their  ens- 
t(miers,  tlie  producers  of  coffee  in  the  states  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Mmas  Geraes,  Espirito  Santo  and 
S.  Panlo,  shipped  from  this  port,  by  the  agreement 
made  on  the  6tli  inst.  Iiy  the  secretaries  of  finance 
of  the  stales  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Minas  Geraes, 
unless  by  a  new  nsreenieiit,  to  which  Art.  3  seems 
to  lefer,  there  shall  he  some  safeguanl  lor  the 
value  of  the  receipts  remaining  after  the  shipment 
of  coffee  equivalent  to  those  already  in  circulniion 
up  to  the  5th  inst.,  corresponding  to  24,846,888 
kilos  or  414,114  bags. 

In  view  of  the  small  stock  of  coffee  now  in  this 
market  it  is- evident  tlial  before  the  shipment  of  the 
above-nieniioiieil  quantity  an  equal  quantity  more 
or  less  will  necessarily  have  been  received.  Now, 
acconling  to  All.  I  of  the  agreement,  the  tax  re- 
ceipts for  this  colTee  can  also  tie  used  for  free 
.'hipments  in  conformity  with  Art.  2  and  it  conse- 
quently follows  that  during  the  respective  period 
the  supply  of  tax  receipts  will  be  twice  as  great  as 
the  demand  and  that  from  this  will  result  a  great 
depreciation  of  iheir  value,  which  in  relation  to  half 
of  tliem  will  finidly  be  totally  extinguished. 

If  we  estimate  at  an  equivalent  to  400,000  iiags 
tiie  tax  receipts  that  will  heuoine  utterly  valueless 
inconsequence  of  .Articles  I  and  2,  the  los.s  to 
prodocers  will  amount  104,000,000$.  Estimating 
at  50%  the  depreciaiion  ol  the  lax  receipts  wiiich 
may  be  used,  a  depreciation  which  is  much  less 
than  that  which  now  exists,  we  shall  have  an 
additional  loss  of  about  2,000, ooo$ooo,  making 
altogether  the  enormous  loss,  certain  and  tangihlc 
of  6.ooo,ooo$ooo. 

These  tax-receipts  represent  the  payment  of 
taxes  on  the  exporlatiou  of  coffee  at  tlie  rate,  at 
tliat  time,  as  it  is  now,  of  lll!;^.  It  is  evideni,  then, 
hat  the  tax-receipls  the  v.ilueof  which  is  extinguis- 
hed represent  a  duplicate  tax  winch  is  not  authorized 
by  law  and  which  atjriculture  is  unable  to  hear, 
i]iecially  at  a  time  like  this  when  not  even  high 
prices  are  a  due  compensaliou  for  tlie  extraordinary 
'ifilculiies,  contretemps  and  expenses  with  which 
pro'iuccrs  have  to  contend. 

The  undersii;ned  do  not  propose  to  contest  the 
light  ol  the  executive  to  alter  laws  in  force,  thus 
increa'-ing  temporarily  the  taxes  which  those  laws 
establish. 

But  they  appeal  to  that  equitable  spirit  by  which 
your  excellencies  are  cliaiacletiied  and  beg  lo 
say  llial  the  proElucers  of  four  impoitant  stales 
cannot  and  should  not  conform  to  a  measure 
which  is  sanctioned  by  no  law  and  which  is  highly 
delrimeiital  lo  their  interests. 

The  uiidersij^ned  acci»rdingly  feel  oblifjed  l«  in- 
sist on  ihe  urficut  necessity  of  a  coniidementary 
agreement  between  the  four  states  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  lax-receipts  tliat  in  conformity  with  the 
present  agreement  will  become  valueless  if  the 
provisions  ol  Art.  2  are  executed. 

As  to  the  system  of  forcing  the  producer  to  pay 
the  wiiole  tax  on  the  boundary  line  or  on  llie 
arrival  of  the  coffee  in  this  market  with  entire  ex- 
emption for  the  exporter  wlio,  it  is  supposed,  will 
pay  for  coffee  a  higher  piice  corresponding  to  the 
burden  of  which  they  are  relieved  tjy  exeini>tion 
from  duty,  the  undersigned  fee!  authorized  to  say 
that  their  customers  are  not  pleased  with  this  sys- 
tem, luiving  no  confidence  in  ihe  indirect  compen- 
sation which  they  are  supposed  lo  derive 
therefrom. 

In  all  this  they  only  see  increa.sed  taxation,  with 
which  t'ley  have  i)een  unexpectedly  burdened  by 
means  "f  the  demand  for  the  presentation  of  tax- 
receipts  when  the  coffee  is  shipped  by  exporters. 

Tlie  complaints  that  were  made  in  rej;ard  to 
tosses  sustained  in  the  sale  of  the  old  4^!^  gtiias 
arose  from  the  great  difference  between  their  face- 
value  and  their  market  price. 

If  the  four  interested  states  will  agree,  however, 
on  some  efficacious  means,  nmoiiK  the  many  that 
have  been  sunEesled,  for  keeping  the  ll%  receipts 
at  something  near  their  original   value,   producers 


will  preally  prefer  this  to  a  theoretical  compcn.sa- 
lion  the  lieneliis  of  which,  whaiever  they  may  be, 
are  at  all  events  practii'fllly  doubtful. 

The  undersiuned  do  not  consider  themselves 
competent  lo  discuss  with  your  excellencies  the 
economical  theory  which  is  the  basis  of  the  system 
of  colleclimi  defeniled  by  his  excellency  ihe  secre- 
tary  of  finance  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  they 
only  say  thai,  if  political  economists  agree  in 
asserting  thai  ex|iort  dniies  are  as  a  general  rule 
pai<l  princi).ally  l>y  producers,  no  matter  whether 
they  are  collected  dnecily  or  indirectly,  ihere  are, 
however,  no  doubt,  some  special  products  in  regard 
to  which  this  rule  fails  to  work,  lh»l  is  those 
which  meet  with  little  competition  in  fofeis,'ii  mar- 
kets. Tolhis  class  of  pa)ducts  belong  the  guano 
of  Peru  and  ihe  colTce  of  Brazil,  of  which  the  latter 
holds  a  special  posiiion,  not  only  on  account  of  the 
supremacy  nrisinn  fnini  the  quaniity  produced,  hut 
.ilso  on  account  ot  the  difference  in  fpiiitity,  which 
gives  it  a  special  nnirket  enlirely  im^ilTected  by  the 
rise  and  fail  in  prices  ufcoffies  of  oilier  origins. 

Thus  it  would  be  rash  to  assert  that  the  export 
duty  on  Brnzilmii  c.^lfee  is  necessarily  paid  by  tlie 
producer,  and  the  undersigned  consequently  beg  to 
suggest  that,  in  view  of  Ihe  imporiaiu  interests  at 
stake,  it  would  be  iniprvident  to  alter  the  sysiem  ol 
collecting  the  tax  in  such  a  manner  as  to  diminish 
Ihe  proli.ibiliiy  of  thmwing  upon  the  consumer  the 
burden  of  the  payment. 

At  all  events,  as  ilie  question  turns  simply  on 
the  point  of  trying  to  select  the  person  on  whom 
ihe  luirdeii  shall  fall  and  nut  on  that  of  the  ac- 
knowledged right  of  the  government  to  collect  the 
tax,  the  undersigned  are  certain  thai  your  excel- 
lencies, in  solvioii  this  importanl  question,'  will 
seethe  propriety  of  consnltintj  the  wishes  of  ihe 
class  whose  iuteresi  are  thereby  affected,  and  ac- 
cordingly they  trust  that  the  governmenis  of  the 
four  stales  from  whirh  redress  10  the  snfierers  is 
due  will  not  hesitate  to  enter  at  once  into  an  agree- 
ment ayainst  tiie  so-called  liberiy  of  exportation, 
from  wTiich  il  is  even  to  be  feared  that    new  and 


lerious  annoyances  for  the  authorities  may  here- 
after arise.

It  is  unnecessary  to  demonstrate  to  your  excel- 
lencies that,  if  the  .system  of  free  exportation  with- 
out dependence  on  receitits  provinij  Ihe  payment 
ol  the  tax  and  the  origin  uf  the  coffee,  is  adopted 
by  the  states  of  Uio  de  Janeiro  and  Minas  Geraes, 
or  even  by  one  of  those  states,  the  tax  recipts 
issued  by  any  of  iho  slates  shipping  coiTee  from 
the  port  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  become  utterly 
v.iliieless. 

This  measure,  then,  should  positively  not  be 
adopted  without  the  consent  of  tiie  stales  of  Espir- 
ito Santo  and  S.  Paulo,  to  wli.ise  governments  the 
undersigned  appeal,  asking  ihem  lo  prolect  the 
interests  of  a  large  number  of  producers  who  are 
citizens  of  those  siale.s.
